Indemnity for the Loss of a Registered Letter. 


Tho Post Office-is not legally responsible 
for the safe delivery of Registered correa- 
pondence, but hencoforth it. will be pre- 
pated to make good the contents of such 
correspondence loat white pasring through 
tho Post, to the extent of $10, in certain 
cases, provided :— : 

1, That the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require, : 


9; That the lotter was securely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong envelopes. 


3, That application was made to the 
Postmaster “(:oneral of Hongkong im- 
wediately the loss was discovered, the 
onvelope being invariably forwarded with 
such application unless it alao is lost, Bs 


4. That the Postmaster General is satid- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corren- 
pondeuce was in the custody uf the British 
Postal administration in Chioa, tbat it was 
nat caused by any fault on the part of the 
sender, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho. eaty or nexligonce of any 
person not in the employmint of the

1.—Money Ordors aro exchanged with 
the United Kingdom, Ne# South Wales, 
Queenslaud, South ‘Australia and Port 
Darwin, the Straits Settlements, Wéstern 
‘Australia, and (excopt at Shanghai) with 
the Japanose Empire.
